Plan A Straw Vote To 


See What Folks Think 


About The Idea Of A New Modern Facility 


Located Half Way 


Between Pahokee and 


Belle Glade.—Menibers Of Both Boards Are 
Making Sincere Effort To Solve Complex 


Problem Of Financing. 


If sincere and honest effort will 
bring about a consolidation of the 
two hospital districts in the Glades 


then this area is in for one of the 
finest hospitals that money can 
build. Members of the Belle Glade 
and Pahokee hospital boards have 
been working untiringly to formu- 
late plans for such an eventuality. 
They are looking forward to. the 
time that a modern and up-to 
date hospital can be built half-way 
between Pahokee and Belle Glade 
and furnish for the splendid corps 
of doctors in our midst an honest- 
to-goodness facility where human- 
ity’s hurt can be attended with the 
finest and most modern equipment 
available in America. 

A straw vote will be called: by 
the two. boards in order that the 
members of those groups "my 
be guided by the folks who are go- 
ing to pay the bill. The Straw Vote 
which the joint boards agree is de- 
sirable, is planned for April of, this 
year and although not binding, 15 
intended to give members of the 
two boards a guide to public opin-. 
ion on the proposal at the present 
time. 
^ Two joint meetings have been 
held in the past weeks at which 
plans have been discussed for pre- 
paring the Enabling Act to be pre- 
sented at the, next session of the 
State Legislature, and for conduct- 
ing a Straw Vote in the near future 
in order to get a sampling of pub- 
lic ‘opinion on the proposal. ~ 

Тһе Enabling Act must contain 
a basic outline of the proposal cov- 
ering the specific details such as 
board member distribution; name 
of the new district; location ef the 
new facility; provision for a refer- 
endum on the Act itself; tax levies; 
bond elections, etc. 

Board’ members have ' agreed on 


' these matters and have previously 


announced the member distfibution 
and location of the new hospital. 
The new district shall be called 
"The Western Palm Beach County 
Public Hospital District.” 2 
The Act Shall provide that the 
Referendum, which is’ tentatiyely 


~ set for May, 1963, will be called by 


each of the existing boards and,|- 


that all persons.who are registered 
‘freeholders at the time of the elec- 
tion shall be entitled to vote. The 
vote shall be the majority of those 
persons voting in favor of the joint 


7 venture in each of.the present dis- 


tricts, either district failing, fails 
the entire proposal. 

On levying tax-millage the pro- 
posed Act empowers the new Dis- 
trict to levy, not exceeding 12 mills 
at any one year, for general.opera- 
tion; maintenance purposes, соп- 
struction of new facilities, and the 
retirement of bond issues.
